OW many of us give thought to foods eaten by travelers. 


When I speak of travelers, I have in mind those persons 


who for long periods are away from home and the fresh food 


supply of the home table. 
Among such'are seamen ot all classes, 


prospectors, engineers, 
railroad men and ex- 


plorers. A1J such men make up a group whose 
food supply is necessarily limited. 


Of course, the large ocean liners are so 


equipped with refrigeration that fresh food stuffs 
may be carried and served on the entire trip. 
Travelers of this type are well supplied with 
every necessity. 
But the prospectors and en- 


gineers who go to out-of-the-way places for sur- 
veying, the opening of a mine, or the building 
of some huge dam or oth*r engir je'ring feat, are 
the particular ones in whom I am interested. 
Perhaps their needs are overlooked all too fre- 
quently. 


In olden times, indeed until only a few years 


ago, these men were dependent entirely on dried 
or salt food. 
In consequence their dietary was 


naturally most limited. Fresh fruits and vege- 
tables were unheard of, because invention had 
not yet found a way to supply better food. Today, expeditions start- 
ing out are well supplied with every variety" of fruit, vegetable, jams, 
jellies and other delicacies. The meals which Commander _Byrd in 
Little America is supplying to the men of his expedition, are almost 
equal to those served at home.
